The proposition was made to the 
ninon chiefs bv Ben Hooper, vice 
chairman and public representative 
o f the hoard in addressing a 
secret 
session of* the union heads. 
Immediately 
a tte r 
Hooper 
pre­ 
sented his program for settlement of 
the dispute, the union 
meeting a d ­ 
journed. 
The railroad unions lichi separate 
meetings at one o’clock this a fte r­ 
noon to decide on what action to 
fake in regard to Hooper’s proposi­ 
tion. Tliey were scheduled to meet 
jointly two hours later. 
A strong sentiment .was express 
cd by many bf the union leaders to- 
ward acceptance of Hooper’s state 
nimit as a basis for negotiations and 
to call off the strike. 
I Ids 
was 
especially 
true in the 
trainmen’s ranks. 
It 
took 
Hoopei 
nearly three hours to 
outline 
Ids 
plan. Following the meeting, Hoopei 
appeared very optimistic. 
‘‘The labor board will not con­ 
sider new petitions for tile further 
wage <-iits in the near future,” Hoop­ 
er told the union chiefs, the Toited 
C ress learned. “ If you strike you 
will he striking solely on the wage 
ents of last July, which is only 
a 
small percent of die total increases 
granted during the war.” 
Even while he spoke department 
ol justice agents carefully watched 
the proceedings in order to get ev­ 
idence for court action.

Attorney General Daugherty has de­ 
cided that if the walkout develops, 
he has ample 
authority 
to obtain 
court injunctions restraining any in­ 
terference with the mails or inter­ 
state commerce. 


Any failure of the union chiefs to 
obey tin* injunctions would in all 
probability lie classed as contempt 
of court and the leaders could he 
imprisoned, it was stated at the de­ 
partment. 
Daugherty has found a precedent 
for such action was established d u r­ 
ing file famous “ Pullman strike of 
1894. 
I he I . S. supreme court then 
upheld such steps taken by the f u l­ 
cra! government. 


“It seems that every step possible 
to 
obtain justice tor the 
workers 
has been taken, without success”. 
Hooper was silent as he went in­ 
to

whether or not 
lie had

bor 30 strike. 


The proposition was made to the 


ninon chiefs by Ben Hooper, vice 
chairman and public representative 
of the board in addressing a secret 
session of the union heads. 


Immediately after Hooper 
pre- 


sented bis program for settlement of 
(he dispute, the union 
meeting ad- 


journed. 


The railroad unions held separate 


meetings at one o'clock this after- 
noon to decide on what action to 
take in regard to Hooper's proposi- 
tion. They were scheduled to meet 
jointly two hours later. 


A strong sentiment ,was express- 


ed by many of the union leaders to- 
ward acceptance of Hooper's state- 
ment.jis a basis for negotiations flnd 
to call off the strike. 


This was especially true in the 


trainmen's ranks. It took Hooper 
nearly three hours to 
outline 
his 


plan. Following the meeting, Hooper 
appeared very optimistic. 


"The labor board will not con- 


sider new petitions for the further 
wage cuts in the near future," Hoop- 
er told the union chiefs, the United 
Press learned. "If you strike you 
will be striking solely on the wage 
cuts of last July, which is only a 
small pei'cent of the total increases 
granted during the war."
